S.R.O. 2120. — Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that the 
Mahe.shwarl Khetan Sugar Mills Limited, Ramkola, District Deorla an industrial 
undertaking in respect of which an investigation has been made under section 15 
of the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (LXV of 1951), is being 
managed in a manner highly detrimental to public interest; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 18A of the 
said Act the Central Government hereby authorise.s Shn Kedar Nath Khetan 
of Padrauna (hereinafter referred to as the Authorised Controller) to take over 
the management of the whole of the said Maheshwari Khetan Sugar Mills Limited, 
Ramkola subject to the following terms and conditions, namely: — 

(1) the Authorised Controller shall be entitled to a remuneration of Rs 2,000 
(Rupees two thousand) per month plun a commission of i per cent, 
on the sale proceeds of the sugar produced in the undertaking; 
provided that no such remuneration shall be payable without the permission 
in writing of the. Central Government. 

(ii) the Authorised Controller shall ailord all facilities for concurrent 

internal audit and technical supervision of the working of the factory 
by an auditor and technical expert appointed by the Central Govern- 
ment. The salaries and allowances of such Officers shall be met by 
the undertaking. 

(iii) the Authorised Controller shall hold Office for one year from the date 

of issue of this notified order. The Central Government may 
terminate the appointment of the Authorised Controller earUer if 
it considers it necessary to do so.

(hereinafter referred to as the Authorised Controller) to take over the manage- 
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ment of the whole of the said Ishwari Khetan Sugar Mills Limited. Lakshmiganj 
subject to the following terms and conditions, namely: — 

(i) the Authorised Controller shall be entitled to a remuneration of Rs, 2,(J0() 

(Rupees two thousand) per month plus a commission of ^ per cent, 
on the sale proceeds of the sugar produced in the undertaking;

— Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that the Ram 
Luxman Sugar Mills, Mohiuddinpur, District Meerut an industrial undertaking in 
respect of which an investigation has been made under section 16 of the Indus- 
tries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (LXV of 1951), is being managed 
in a manner nighly detrimental to public interest; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 18A of the said 
Act the Central (Government hereby authorises Shri Suraj Bhan partner in the 
firm of Messrs. Dina Nath Nanak Chand, Delhi and Shri Mai Dhan Gupta partner 
in the firm of Messrs, R. S. Chiranji Lai & Sons, Delhi jointly (hereinafter referred 
to as the Authorised Controllers) to take over the management of the whole of 
the said Ram Luxman Sugar Mills, Mohiuddinpur subject to the following terms 
and conditions, namely: — 

(i) each of the authorised Controllers shall be entitled to a remuneration 

of Rs. 2,000 (Rupees two thousand) per month plus a commission of 
i per cent, on the sale proceeds of the sugar produced in the under- 
taking; 

provided that no such remuneration shall be payable without the permis- 
sion in writing of the Central Government.
